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SULLIVAN 
SCHOOL REPORT 


There is in the offing the’ prospect of someday 
having entrance standards by courses establish- 
ed at Sumner Memorial High School. If so, gram- 
mar school guidance assumes new importance. 
Both parents and teachers will need to become 
aware of individual differences, so as to better 
mateh abilitv with the right course later on. In this 
connection, an attempt will be made soon to ac- 
quaint parents of 8th grade pupils with the place- 
ment status of their children, in terms of cer- 
tain standards of attainment applying to high 
school entrance requirements. 


This rating will be based on individual per- 
formanee as recorded on the rank card, and other 
factors such as attitude, behavior and. effort; 
reading ability, general learning ability as de- 
termined bv probable JI. Q. range; and, grade 
eduivalent m the basic subject matter areas as 
indicated on a standardized high school entrance 
test. A matching chart indicating requirements, 
course by course, at high school will assist the 
young grammar school graduate in making the 
adjustment at high school. The purpose of this 
approach is not only to raise high school levels, but 
personal standards as well. While this evaluation 


1h) 


is offered as a guidance service, the administra- 
tion 1s conscious of the fact that individual judg- 
ments are subject to the element of human 
error; and, that the validity of the evaluation 
may be challenged, for better or worse, by a 
pupil’s attitude and study habits, the extent of 
his ambition, and the degree of personal pride. 


Yet, we do need to move forward in this 
matter of better school adjustment, beginning 
with the first grade. Will you accept the thesis 
that: (a) proper matching of ability and course 
is desirable; (b) imdividuals do differ in learn- 
ing ability; (c) pupils should be expected to 
work up to their capacities rather than just get 
by; (d) pupils should be rated on merit — earn 
what they get for rank — no more, no less; (e) 
and, each one is entitled to a course geared to 
his potential, irrespective of its depth of ac- 
complishment, provided he responds to his oppor- 
tunity to the best of his ability.

A Report upon the Past Twelve Months of 
the Sorrento-Sullivan Education and Recreation 
Center, Inc.: 


The Center will remain in a period of organ- 
izational growth and development for some time. 
The original purposes of supplying in ‘‘one pack- 
age’’ a place for a library, educational, social, and 
recreational facilities are being met. It takes 
time, patience and means for new projects. 


We won the Ist. prize award in 1960 of the 
Maine Health Council as the agency doing the 
most for community health in the entire state. 
In this we were in competition with hospitals, 
clinies, and other health agencies. We. are proud 
of this award and the handsome bronze plaque 
which now adorns our walls. 


Our financial status has been audited as of 
April 30th., 1960 and January Ist., 1961 (copy 
in the library). We finished the fiscal year with 
a net loss of $567.71 after depreciation above our 
working capital. The mortgage requires monthly 
payments of 344.00 and total yearly of 4128.00 for 
interest and to reduce the principal. These charg- 
es are met from outside contributions chiefly, 


-not from the towns. Cash contributions received | 
last year total, $5150.00. 


The use of the building requires supervision, 


and for this we are dependent upon volunteer 
citizens. The upkeep requires money and for this 


we depend upon contributions chiefly from out- 
side the towns and from some profit from certain 
activities. 


In a project of this sort we need the support 
of people who want to help the community. 
Everyone can help with constructive ideas, vol- 
unteer labor, and good will.

An audit has been completed of the finan 
cial records maintained by the officials of the 
Town of Sullivan for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 24, 1961. 


ASSETS 


The cash balanee at the close of the year was 
reconciled with the statements of the depository 
banks as of February 25, 1961, and count of cash 
on hand. Transactions affecting taxes receivable, 
tax liens and tax acquired property were re- 
viewed and unpaid individual accounts at the 
end of the vear were checked and reconciled with 
the balances in the ledger. Accounts receivable 
consisted of reimbursable items and appeared 
to be correctly stated. 


LIABILITIES 


General fund liabilities consisted of a tax 
anticipation loan which had not been repaid at 
the year end. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Revenue derived from 1961 excise taxes col- 
lected prior to February 24, 1961 has been carried 
forward to the ensuing year. 


Departmental balances carried forward am- 
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ounted to $927.49, the detail of which appears 
in Exhibit D. 


At February 24, 1961, the Town had an un- 
appropriated surplus of $5,724.71 as compared 
with $7,918.00 at the close of the preceding year. 
The decrease was chiefly due to overdrafts in 
the appropriation accounts. 


DEBT FUND 


The long term obligations of the Town ap- 
pear on the balance sheet as a.separate fund to 
be paid from future years’ revenue. Regular pay- 
ments of $2,047.83 were made during the year 
from appropriations for that purpose. 


GENERAL 


The 1960 commitment of taxes was examin- 
ed and reconciled with the assessment. Excise 
taxes were verified with the copies of the receipts 
retained by the Collector. All funds recorded ,as 
received by the Treasurer had been deposited in 
the bank and all disbursements had been made 
by check and authorized bv warrants drawn by 
Selectmen. Vouchers and payrolls were examined 
to the extent deemed appropriate and appeared 
to be proper charges to the accounts involved. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance 
sheet and supporting statements fairly presents 
the financial position of the Town at February 
24, 1961.

SCHOOL REPORT 


There is mounting evidence that the citizens 
of Sullivan are becoming increasingly aware of the 
inferior facilities at the grammar school build- 
ing. The school committee has been giving the 
matter serious thought for some time and of late 
much discussion has developed along these lines 
at P.T.A. meetings. There is no quick easy sol- 
ution, Inasmuch as there are‘at least three ap- 
proaches to the problem, namely, (1) Should an 
entirely new building be constructed, (2) should 
new rooms be added to the present building, and 
(3) could repairs and limited renovations, with- 
out adding classroom space, do the job? 


‘A recent survey of the grammar school build- 
ine by a representative of the State Department 
of Education in Augusta revealed the official op- 
inion that much of the building facilities are sub- 
standard and temporary in nature. For example, 
the basement class room is not approvable. It 
is more than two feet below ground level and 
there is not enough natural lighting (window 
space) in ratio to floor area. In addition, the 
room is too small and the ceiling is too low. The 
two rear classrooms (grades 3-4, 5-6) need to 
be combined into one class room and new win- 
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dows installed. The toilet facilities for both boys 
and girls are inadequate. Corridor space must be 
nine feet in width. 


It would appear that much planning must be 
forthcoming and definite action taken if any 
changes are to be made in the living conditions 
at Sullivan Grammar School. To this end it is 
recommended that the town by vote at town 
meeting set up a school building committee of 
five to seven members authorized to hire an 
architect and proceed with plans for school build- 
ing improvement. This committee will in turn 
study the building needs, approve a set of plans, 
and call for bids on the plan finally deemed ac- 
ceptable. A special town meeting would then be 
called for the purpose of getting a go ahead vote, 
once all the facts are in and a recommendation 
made by the building committee. 


A. tavorable vote would, of course, result in 
a much improved physical plant that is long 
overdue. Yet your organizational setup would re- 
main much the same with two grades per teach- 
er. This is still a handicap program, especially 
as it applies to grades 1 and 8, the crucial years 
for most boys and girls. As you know, the pri- 
mary grades are important, particularly the first 
vears at school, and individual attention is a 
must in view of the wide range of pupil capaci- 
ties from high to low with most beginning groups. 
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When grade | and 2 are combined, especially 
When overcrowding exists, there are apt to be 
serious consquences which in time could possibly 
lead to retarded and delinquent behavior. In 
this connection every effort should be made to 
permit the first grade to be by itself instead of 
being combined with grade 2, at least for the per- 
iod of overcrowding. 


Another key point for special attention is 
grade 8. Here major decisions are made and at- 
titudes developed regarding the high school 
vears. Now, as on the primary level, time is of 

he essence. Two grades (7-8) in the same class- 
rocm with a combined enrollment of more than 
30 pupils daily plus the same wide range of pupil 
capacity, as in the beginning grades, offer handi- 
caps to teacher and pupils alike that cannot be 
overlooked. As soon as possible arrangements 
should be worked out whereby grade 8 will have 
its own teacher. Fortunately, this plan can be 
realized with only a minimum of change and 
very littie if any added expense, by working out 
a, cooperative arrangement with the town of Han- 
cock. Consequently it is recommended (a) that a 
transfer of pupils take place between Sullivan 
and Hancock Grammar Schools whereby grade 
8 for the two towns would be located at Sullivan 
Grammar School and grades 6-7 from the two 
communities would be located at Hancock Gram- 
mar School with a separate teacher for each of 
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the three grades. 


This exchange of pupils between. the two 
neighboring towns would result in Sullivan’s 
case of having the advantage of five single grade 
classrooms, namely, grades SP-1-6-7-8, with 
grades 2-3, 4-5 still being combined. Transporta- . 
tion offers no problem since the Hancock bus al- 
ready serves the routes between the two gram- 
mar schools in connection with the conveyance 
of Hancock pupils to Sumner High School. Other 
financial arrangements pose no difficulties since 
each town could pay its own teachers salaries—- 
five in both eases, or prorate expenses and pay 
tuition on a per pupil basis with the rate being 
the same for both communities. 


Why not approve this plan for one year and 
give it a try?

SUMNER HIGH REPORT 


All the entering class received a physical 
examination before taking part in the physical 
education program. Also the pupils going out for 
sports. Tested 73. Vision at Sumner is tested 
by the nurse. Tested 149. Defects 18. Mantoux 
test for T. B. at Sumner, tested 72. Three were 
found to have a positive reaction, were X-rayed, 
and were negative for active T. B. Cafeteria 
workers negative. 


All known tuberculosis cases and contacts 
are X-rayed at the State Clinic, conducted by 
the Division of 'T. B. Control. Chest X-rays of all 
school personnel were taken. All negative. 


Home visits made during the year, 221. 
Visits of instruction and investigation were made 
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on babies, pre-school children, school children, 
and adults. Visits were made to give medication 
and treatments whenever ordered by the doctor. 
Visits to T. B. cases and contacts, Welfare and 
Social Service are part of the program.

ASSETS 


The cash baiance at the close of the year was 
reconciled with the statements of the depository 
banks as of February 28, 1962 and count of cash 
on hand. Transactions affecting taxes recelv- 
able tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed and unpaid individual accounts at the © 
end of the year were checked and reconciled with 
the balances appearing in the ledger. Accounts 
receivable consisted of reimbursable items and 
eppeared to be eorrectly stated. 


LIABILITIES 


General fund liabilities consisted of a tax 
anticipation loan which had not been repaid at 
‘the year end. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Revenue derived from 1962. excise taxes 
which were collected prior to February 24, 1962 
- has been earried forward to the 1962 fiscal year. 

A net overdraft balance of $2,046.98 was ear- 
ried forward for the departmental accounts, the 
detail of which is presented in Exhibit D. 
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At February 24, 1962, the Town had an un- 
appropriated surplus of $10,869.83 as compared 
with #5,724.71 at the close of the preceding year. 
The sale of town owned property, the unappro- 
priated portion of the excise tax and the overlay 
contributed to the gain. 


DEBT FUND 


The long term obligations of the Town ap- 
pear on the balance sheet as a separate fund to 
be paid from future years’ revenue. An additi- 
onal note in the amount of $5,384.90 was issued 
during the year for the purchase of a school bus. 
#2,000.00 of this amount was repaid from the bus 
appropriation. 


GENERAL 


The 1960 commitment of taxes to the Col- 
lector was examined and reconciled with the as- 
sessment. Excise tax collections were verified 
with the copies of the receipts retained by the 
Collector. Al funds recorded as received by the 
Treasurer had been deposited in the bank and all 
disbursements had been made by check and sup- 
ported by warrants drawn by the Selectmen. 
Vouchers and pavrolls were examined to the ex- 
tent deemed appropriate and appeared to be pro- 
per charges to the accounts involved. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance 
sheet and supporting statements fairly presents 
the financial position of the Town at February
